War Dpartment Sends Out Circulars 


Recommending Changes—Newark 


Range to be Improved. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 26.—The war dc 


partment is sending out to the Na- 
tional Guard of the states a circular 
letter suggesting legislation in further- 
ance of the provisions of the Dick law 
to bring the state troops and federal 
troops in harmony. General changes in 
the governor's staff and the control of 
the state military as suggested would 
tend to take the matter largely out of 
politics and these offices would be filled 
instead of from private life, as is gen- 
erally the case now, from the officers of 
the Guard, certain services being re 
quired. 


In proposing a change in the man- 


ner of selecting officers the circular 
letter 
bumps, up against the consti- 


tution of the state so far as Ohio is 
concerned. 
The letter has also sug- 


gestions as to the offering of prizes 
for marksmanship, by the governor. 


Adjutant General Gyger and Brig- 


adier General Speaks went to New- 
ark, Saturday afternoon, to look over 
the rifle ranges there with a view to 
making needed changes and improve- 
ments on it.

Ohio National Guard association, held 
at 
Dayton ,the fore part of the past

That some new legislation for the 


Guard is needed is apparent to any 
one who will acquaint themselves with 
the organisation in the slightest and 
it is hoped and may be expected tha 
at the coming session of the legisla- 
ture some important measures in the 
interests of Ohio's soldiers may be 
enacted. 
The committee appointed to 


iook after the interests of the organ- 
ization in this respect is looked upon 
as a good one and every officer an'l 
member of the Guard should aid in 
accomplishing this legislation.

A Former Columbus Physician is Now 


a British Subject—His Work in 


London's Slums. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct 20—A. 13. 


Coit, Joinie-rly Colonel of the Fourth 
Ohio regiment, has arrived in Minne- 
apolis on hib way to Montana. Col. 
Coit has just returned ,to this country 
from a six months' trip to Europe. He 
landed two weeks ago in New York 
with a badly injured right foot, as a 
icsult of a lall on bnarcl ship during a 
btorm. 


Most of fhe time abroad he speni 


with his brother, Dr. Stanton Coit, for- 
merly a well known resident and prac- 
ticing physician of Columuus, Oho, but 
now living in London. 


Dr. Coit has become a. naturalized 


British subject, and has sworn allegi- 
ance to the crown, forswearing the 
flag of hip ancestors. Col. Coit said: 


"My brother has been li\ing in Lon- 


don for the last 15 years. He went 
over there at the suggestion of M. W. 
Conway, who formerly was well known 
in Cincinnati, where he resided. Under 
his advice my brother went to New 
York, here he founded the Neighbor- 
hood Guilds. He was associatetl in Jus 
work with i>r Felix Adler, whose work 
in philanthropy 
is 
-widely 
known. 


Shortly afterward he decided that his 
life work couH find wider scope in 
England, where he went, established 
himself in the worst parts of White 
Chapel, where crime in its worst 
shapes was rampant. He then busied 
himself in relieving the poor and dis- 
tressed. 
He began 
publishing 
the 


Ethical Review, the official organ of 
Ethical Culture Society, an organiza- 
tion devoted to benevolence. 


"After 
residing there for a few 


years he became engaged to an Eng- 
lish lady, whom he has since married. 
Dr. Coit found that to do all the gooft 
possible in his work it would he nec- 
essary for him to become a Britsh 
subject 
This year he received the 


nomination for the House of Commons 
from the workingman's party, and 1 
believe that he has a fighting chance 
of winning. It all depends on how the 
campaign is conducted, but tie has ablo 
workers, and they are 
jiustling lor 


him. 
' 


"Affairs over there are in a frightful- 


ly perturbed condition, and while hi- 
has a majority of 900 to overcome, it is 
possible that he may win out. In that 
case it would probably be the 
first 


time that a native American citizen 
of today has held a legislative position 
in Great Britain. His opponent, who 
is now in the House of Commons, is 
Mr. Rothc-rtcn."

The part referring to the marking and 
counting of the ballots on these pro- 
positions is as follows:, 


"In marking constitutional amend- 


ments printed on a party ticket the 
same rules apply as those prescribed 
for marking ballots in voting for can- 
didates for office. 


THE STRAIGHT TICKET. 


If a ballot be marked with a cross 


mark in the circle at the head of the 
ticket of a political party, it should ba 
counted for each statement of the con- 
stitutional amendment 
and answer 


thereto on such party ticket 


"If a ballot be marked with a cross 


mark in the circle space at he head 
of the ticket of a party, and with a 
cross mark before the statement of 
constitutional amendment and answer 
thereto elsewhere on the ballot differ- 
ent from the statemeht-'of amendment 
and answer thereo on such party tick- 
et, the ballot would be counted for the 
statement and answer so specially 
marked, and for all other amendments 
and answers thereto on the party tick- 
et so marked in the circle. 


"The same ballot box, poll books an«l 


tally sheets required for the election 
of state officers and senators and rep- 
resentatives may be used for the votes 
on the constitutional amendments."

One of the memorable 
utterances of the noble-minded St. Paul 
was, 'Herein do I exercise myself to 
have a conscience void of 
offense 


against God and toward man.' Second, 
look you for a man with a heart. 
I 


mean a kind, tender, loving heart. 
Never think that'tenderness in a man 
s something to be lightly estimated. It 
is the tender, loving men that have lert 
a lasting impression on this world ana 
moved others toward better 
tilings. 


Third, look for a mind. The divine re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ was not given to 
save souls, but to save man, man in the 
entirety of that complex life which 
Christ assumed and redeemed. Seeing 
that you have that wnich the brute has 
not, a soul, see to it that you live wor- 
thy of your calling in Jesus Christ 
Also let me remark to you. beware of 
the man who speaks lightly of God's 
word. You can not afford to indulge In 
destructive criticism. A fool can aslc a 
question that the wisest men living can 
not answer. Beware of the man who 
speaks lightly of the home circle and 
its tenderness, and especially beware of 
the men who lightly speak of the name 
of woman in general." 


The speaker closed with a most beau- 


tiful picture of heaven. He seemed to 
be lost to himself and his surroundings 
It v/as a case of the man being hid in 
his message. At the close of the serv- 
ice 25 signed cards expressing a desire 
to lead the Christian life, and at the 
evening service 20 more so expressed 
themselves.
